2. It was understood thut the Department of State has the 
25X1A9a° primary responsibility for preparing analytical studies and reports 
of a biozraphical nature for CIG. However, Mr. [pb was of the 
opinion that the total. blogrephical Panepeanearmoe would some day be 
centralized under BI. 


25X1A9a 3. 1 had two specific suggestions to make. (14) 

BIR should hold ta the status quo end be prepared to agaist CiG on 
any energeucy requests for biopraphical studics such as that racently 
received fram the Sclentific Brenchy in addition to its regular fune- 
tious of locating, analyzing, and recording bloyrapnuical information. 

(2) That BIR of the Keference Cznier should attempt ta hire in its

of doing biographics1 research work. ee cece IE not feel it whee 
at this time to carry forward a suggestion that the State Departmont 
should add additional personnel to its BI in order to cerry out the 
State Department's commitments to C1G, neither did he feel that EIR 
should arrange for bringing in additional professional personnel at 
this time. 
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
